the subject. A modern writer would | 
probably consume a doves pages try- 
{nz to tell when the creation took 
place and then fall, But in this won- 
derful oh] book we have it stated so 
apy.one can understand Jt, and in the 
only way it could be properly stated— 
“In the beginning.” 

But one need not pick out Isolated 
rentences or chapters. The Whole book 
is a revelation of perfection ia speech 
The writings of Paul, for Instance. can 
be taken os examples of perfect dic 
tion. The description of the shipwreck 
when he was making bis way to 
Rome will stand for all time as the 
most thrilling narrative of a storm at 
sea. Tis appeals to the members of 
the various congregations with whom 
he corresponded mary be accepted ag 
the best writings we bare upon teacte 
fngs of the Nazarene. ‘The poems or 
psalms of David, written hundreds of 
sears prior to the time the New Testa- 
ment was wrilten, ate Bull the choicest 
bits of sentiment and imagination that | 


can be found, inspiring in thelr falth 
and beauty snd enchanting in thelr 
eloquence.

The judee of a children’s court 
should be a man who was once a real

A 
children’s court is educational and 
leads to a study of child life and the 
general social conditions of the city 
or district. Naturally, it will tend 
to co-ordinate the work of child-wel- 
fare organizations and to build up a 
system of probation and friendly 
guldance, While clothed with legui 
authority the probation oMcer ‘in a 
friendly capacity advises, assists, cn- 
courages both parent and child ‘so 
that the child may remain In his 
home and become a good citizen. 
Parents should be summoned to pro- 
duce the child offender in court, and 
arrest by the ordinary police omficer 
discouraged.

The hammering begins 
when the curtain goes up and contin- 
ues until it falls. I soon found out 
that I erred seriously in coming to a 
Chinese theater to sleep.. A. person 
might drep off for a few minutes in 
a car shop, but he could never get 
near the knitting up of the raveled 
aleeve in a Chinese: theater. 

Chinese acting consists of the actors 
coming on again in another outfit of 
clothes, Ther come ov, whirl a baton 
a couple of times and excunt. While

Records Show That Remarkable Snow- 
storms and Long Seasons of Hard 
Freezing Were Not All. the Rule.

Testimony of Pepys and Evelyn. 


Perhaps tho gredtest of weather 
myths Is the legend of the “old fash- 
foned winter’—that prolonged season 
of ice and snow which Is supposed to 
have beld the fand in Its grip every 
year, So tirmly bas this dea been beld 
for many years thot it came as a shuck 
when metcvrologisis first began to 
delve Into the records of the past and 
prove its Inacecuracy, 

Thefe can be no doubt that Charles 
Dickens, Washington Irving. artists 
who depicted winter scenes, aut, in 2 
later era, the Christmas number and 
the Christmas card are maluly respon- 
sible for the belicf that up to about 
half a century ago the Lritish winters 
Were always extremely serere, 

Such records as we possess prore the 
fallacy of the idea, “No records of tho 
weather were kept up to about fitty 
or sixty years ago, so that we hare to 
tely on the statements of private din-

The Dental Corps. 


The record of work done by the 
Capadian army dental corps in Eng- 
land and France, since its arrival 
overseas In July last, is a most re 
markable one. The first dental 
clinics were not opencd until the tif- 
teenth of July with (welve outfits 
and the average number of officers on 
duty that tnonth was fifteen. In the 
five and'a half months to the end of 
1915 the total number of operations 
was 104,474, the average number of 
dental officers employed 37, the uver- 
ange number of operations performed 
each month by each officer approxi- 
mately 525. Lleut.-Colonel J. Alex. 
Armstrong, director of dental service, 
who makes his headquarters at 
Folkestone, writing to an Ottawa 
friend, says at tho present time he 
bas seventy-seven officers at work, 
and the total_number of operations 
being performed per month Is. be- 
tween 35,000 and 40,000, as con- 
trasted with an average of 17,000 in

Pictou Academy Passes the Centen 
nial Mark. 

Another centenary of great signiti- 
cance to Canadians came around re- 
cently when Pictou Academy, the 
most famous seat of learning in the 
Maritime Provinces, attained one 
hundred years of age, The probatil- 
ity is that the commemoration of the 
actual opening of classes in the | 
Academy will be held next summer. 

It was on March 26th, 1816, that 
the bill establishing Pictou Academy 


became law, Preparations for\the 
organization and equipment ot thd, 
new institution began not long after- 
wards; but It was not until the aut- 
umn of 1817, so far the late Rev. Dr. 
George Patterson, the earliest put- 
lishing historian of Pictou Gounty, 
could ascertain, that the first classes 
were opened, 

The actual final establishment of 
the Academy would thus scem to 
have extended over more than a 
year. Students of Pictou Academy 
are to be found in every quarter of 
the habitable globe. Wherever they 
are found, they are certain fo be nen 
and women of unusual Intelligence 
and attainments, almost without «x- | 
ception engaged in the higher ser- | 
vices of humanity. 

In spite of the fact that for over 
thirty years—the full life of a gener- 
ation-+Pietou Academy has ceased,- 
under law to be a “xpecial inatitu- 
tion,”’ and is classified-in the Educa- 
tion Office as a “County Academy,” 
{t is so only in name. 

It has continued as distinetly “spe- | 
eral” and as outstandingly unique as 
ever, It isin a class by itself. tt 
has no compeers: no possible rivals 
It does Pictou County's educatio 
work as thorouchly and faithfully as 
ever, But it does, as it has alwars 
done, far more than that, = It draws 
to it annually not only the cream 
of the young intellectual life of Nova 
Scotia to be prepared for university 
and higher educational work, but it 
attracts students from other Cana- 
dian provinces, and from the United ¢ 
States. | 

Young men and women have been 
coming to It (n recent yearn from the 








j Weat Indiex, and even from far dia- 


tant South American countrics. Two 
hundred young men and women am 
on Its annual roll; and they are paxs- 
ing out in a constant, ever-widening 
stream of grateful loyally and carn- 
est devotion to the grand old inatitn- ¢ 
tion, which, Instead of weakening or 
losing energy through age, in renew- 
ing its youth and strengthening its 
hold upon Jts students. 

Pictou Academy, through all its 
changes and vicixsitudes, has been 
aingularly— perhaps, it might be bet> 
said, providentially--fortunnta 
in Its leaders, in the men shaping 
and guiding jtx destinies, Doctor Me- 

Culloch, its first oMcial head, its 
principal desixner, und one of its 
main founders, was a man of such 
outstanding ability, strength, and 
worth that thix province can never bo 
too thankful that it was able to at- 
tract him to its shores. 

He laid broad and deep the found- 
ations, not only of Dicton Academy, 
but of democratic self-government in 
Nova Seotia. Volumes would be ro- 
quired to do jusiicn to his activities 
and services, 

The provitice n whole owen a8 
mueb to him an does Pictou Academy, 
His {nitinl coadjutors were Dr. Me- 
Gregor, and Rev, Duncan Ross, fa- 
ther of the Jate Principal James 
Ross, of Dalhousie College. Dr

Culloch, the teacher, who becama 
head of Dalhousie in 1838. Axsociat- 
ed with Dr. MeCulloch in Pictou Aca. ,

J. L. Whiting, K.C., Crown Attor- 
hey, was present, and moved the sen- 
fence of the court. Ife pointed out 
that Tremoine had a very bad ree- 
ord, and produced a confession made 
by Robert J, Flannigan, which had 


been voluntarily given by Flannigan * 'Flannigan then addressed the Court, 
to Inspector James Parkinson, of Ot- stating that if Mis Honor would give 
tawa, after the latter had cautioned [him a chance, he would never have 


him that anything be might say would 
be used against him. 

T. J. Rigney, counsel for the two 
men, was present, but did not speak. 
The two young men addressed His 
Ifonor on their own behalf. 

“tT pleaded guilty at the very first 
so a8 to save the country the expense 
of a jury trial," sald Tremaine. “Any 
lenlency that you can show me will 
be greatly appreciated.”

While seeds are germinating od 
plants are very: small they!)m be 
handled with the utmost care and pre- 
caution, for, tiny and Insigni:icant as 
the young stediing may. appear, It is 
extremely sensitive to changes in tem 
perature, too much or too ittle moits- 
ture, gas in the roo, discase and all 
the things which sometimes eten lar- 
ger plants have not the strength to re- 
sist. ° 

There are a ‘few flowers that should 
be started in the secd pans. Ono Is 
salvia, or scarlet sage. It is such a 
daring color that it must be planted 
with exceedingly good Jjudgment—not 
prominently, for it will make Itself 
seen in whatever distance: or conceal- 
ment it is placed, and not close to the 
porch of a red brick house, a mistake 
which fs s0 frequently made, but it 
should be near blending or well con- 
trusting colors, Salvia is-one of the 
last flowers to bloom fn tho fall, but it 
is slow growing, and the secd must be 
started at once, 

Verbenas are free blooming and gen: 
erally satisfactory, but they must bo 
chosen carefully with regard to colors. 
Avold the scarlet and other shades of 
ted and purple unfess you know oxact- 
ly where they are to be put and aro 
sure that they will not clash with other 
things.

British Columbia's Situation Shows 
an Urgent Need. 


Statistics recently published re- 
veal a regrettable situation regarding 
trade relationship between British 
Columbia and the United States. 
During the month of March there 
was shipped to British Columbia 
from the United States through the 
port of Seattle, produce valued at 
over $5,000,000, while the American 
city received only about $500,000 
worth of goods from British Colum- 
bia. Of the material exported from 
Canada a very large part is made up 
of copper for refining, paper, and 
coal; while the Canadian province 
receives heavy shipments of agricul- 
tural produce, which jt might srow 
{tself with equal facility. Apples, 
deans, butter, cheese, exgs, dried 
fruit, meat, wheat and vegetables are 
awong the articles imported by Brit- 
ish Columbia from the States, and 
they are all articiles which that pro- 
tines should be able to export and 
tot have to Import.

Vinclal schemes for supplying pure- 
bred’sires. This stimulates an Inter- 
est far more, a8 wejl as better live 
stock,

GRAVEYARDS OF PREHISTORIC 
ANIMALS YIELD TREASURES. 





Red Deer Valley in Alberta is Fabul- 
ously Well Off in Remains of 
Palacozoic Monsters Whose Skel- 

“etons Are in 50 Great Demand in 
Museums the World Ovrer—How 
the Find Was Made. 


HERE are some parts of the 
world—South Dakota, for 
inatance—where a large in- 
come Is derived from the 
mining for the fossi) bones 

of animals’ that lived before Noah's 
flood. 

According to Mr, Barnum Brown 
of the American Museum of Natural 
History, there are localities in Al- 


berta where the soll. actually ylelds 
successive crops of theso intervating 
and valuable bones, 

Mr. Brown, who is fairly. well 
known io many westerners, says that 
he frat heard of the old animal 
graveyards while at his work in New 
York, ’ 

“A visitor to the museum, while 
examining tic Jarge fossil specimens 
in the reptile hall, remarked that he 
had scen many similar bones near his 
ranch in the Red Deer Canon of Al- 
berta,” he says. 
him for some time he extended an In- 
vitation to me to visit his home and 
prospect the canon. Accordingly, 
Preliminary trip was shortly after 
made to that locality. 3 

“From Didbury, a little town north 
of Calgary, we were driven eastward 
ninety miles through a portion of the 
newly opened grain belt of Alberta. 
Near the railroad the land {s mostly 
under cultivation and comfortable 
homes testify to the rich nature of 
the soil. 

“A few miles eastward the brush 
Jand gives way to a level expanse of 
srass-covered prairie dotted here and 
there by large and small lakes pro- 
bably of glacial origin. Mile after 
mile of the road follows section line, 
and one is rarcly out of sight of the 
house of som> *homesteader.’ 

“It is through this level farm land 
that the Red Deer River winds its 
way flowing through a canon far be- 
low the surface. The canon was pros- 
pected and so many bones found that 
it appeared most desirable to extend 
the search along the river. 

“Usually fossils are found in ‘ba- 
lands,’ where extensive arezs are te- 
nuded of grass, and the surface erad- 
ed into hills and ravines, A camp 
site Is located near some spring or 
stream, and the collectors ride or 
walk over miles of expanse in each 
direction till the region {s thorough- 
ly explored. 


“Quite different conditions sre 
found on the Red Deer River. Cut- 
ting through the prairie land, the 


river has formed a canon two to five 
hundred feet deep, and rarely more 
than a mile wide at the top. in 
places the walls are nearly perpen- 
dieular, and the river winds In its 
| narrow valley, touching one side, 


, [then crossing to the other, so that 


it is impossible to follow its course 
| for any great distance, even on horse- 
| back. 

“The conditions appeared so favor- 
able to the fossil-bunter that'a camp 
| Was established and a flat boat, built 
jon lines similar to a Western .ferry- 
| Doak. twelve by thirty feet in dimen- 
sion; and having a carrying capa- 
| city of cight tans, was constructed, 

“Supplied with. a season's proxi 
sions, lumber for boxer, and plaster 
for encasing bones, we bezan our 
} fossil cruise down a canon. which 
wan at one time in the fur territory 
of the great Hudson Ray Company. 

“No mare interesting or instruc- 





tive Journey could be taken, High 
up on a plateau buildings and hay- 
stacks proclaimed a well-settled 
country, but habitations were rarely 
fecn from the river, and for miles 
traveled through picturesque _ soli- 
tude, unbroken save by the roar of

down the river was necessarily much 
slower, © Frequently, the boat would 
be tied up a week or more at one 
camp while we searched the banks, 
examining the cliffs layer by layer, 
pee no fossil might escape observa- 
tion. ;

This Ictler.was duly dispatched to 
the ‘duke, and produced a marked ef- 
fecf* butit gave. Crillun the advan- 
tage he desired, in dealing with his 
colleague, the unscrupulous Morne. 
After an animated discussiun, the 
Spanish general finally consented to 
* put off Martin’s triel fur a time, and 
to permit him tu send for witnesses 
from the garrison, who shuuld be ed- 
tnitted to the Spanish camp under 
safo conduct, tu testify as to Martin’s 
birth. 
‘Herbert Seymour’ was kept waiting 
in the duke's tent Ul this matfer had 
Leen settled; when he was sent back 
with the message to the governor of 
Gibraltar and the matter was left to 
the honor of the Spavieh commander. 
How much dependence could be 
placed on that was yet to be proved, 
but they had to trust to it, for the 
want of something mure tangible. 
Then Herbert retire] tu his quarters, 
fired with his work, and glad of a rez. 
pite, for the fire of the Isthmus but- 
teries bad ceased since the destruction 
of the works, and) the only artillery 
playing that duty, came fron the 
linea of Gibraltar; aimed at the parties 
that were already hard at work re:

Ontario Adopts Humane Policy Tor 
wards Alcoholics. 


In the movement for temperance 
reform that ix sweeping across the 
country the Government of Ontario 
in its recent legislation has had cura- 
tive as well as preventive ends fn 
view. While the Ontario Temper- 
ance Act will, to a large extent, do 
away with the evils of drinking, con- 
sideration has been given to the 
needs of the class—bappfiy small— 
known as alcoholic. habituates,- It 
was not sufficient, thought the Gov- 
ernment, to stop the sale of liquor, 
but some means should be taken 
whereby the crating for strong drink 
could be removed. 

The matter was taken up with 
commendadle thoughtfulness by Mr. 
Thomas Hoot, member for South- 
East Toronto, and a bill Introduced 
which was afterwards sponsored by 
the Government and enacted Into 
aw. 

The Act makes provision for the 


votuntary admission of any person } 


addicted to alcohol to a hospital far 
| tbe insane by the superintendent, for 
| care and treatment. but the patient 
must be capable of understanding: 
that he (» tetng admitted as a volun- 
tary patient. For-the purpose of - 
treatment he may be detained one 
year, and during that time he must + 
conform with the rules of the hospl- 
tal, and may bo discharged, cured, 
or ingurable or for breach of the 
Tules. 

But the Act goes farther than that 
and deals with the cases of persons 
fo given over to drunkenness as to 
render them Incapable of self-control 


or of managing their own affairs. in * 


auch cases a judge in chambers, or a 
magistrate, {f applied to by a rela- 
ttve or connection of the {nebriate, 
or by the family physician, may 
fause & petition to be cerved on the 
{nebriate, setting forth the facta and 
enpoihting a time for hearing the ap- 
plication. The hearing is to be con- 
ducted as other court proceedings 
are, and the report of the judge or) 
magistrate with the facts. and ovi-! 
dence is to be rent to the Inspector. et 
Prisons and charitios, 

The“inspector may then have the 
{nebriate placed in a hospital or| 
Diaced where he rlil he detained and 
treatment administered for a period ! 
not exereding two years. «The judge’ 
or magistrate may have the inebriate 
in some safe and comfortaple place, 
but not In a fail, prison, or reforma- 
tory.

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A CHAMPION RECRUITER.) 


Sergt-Major Fuller of Toronto Has 
_ Secured Nearly 4,000 Men. | _ 

Did you cver know a man who bed 
been a soldier all his life, who has 
been woundtd and given up for 
dead by medical men; who has 
gone throvgh various years of 


hardship ond queer experiences, and © 


who still does not fancy that his life 
has been one of romance? asks a 
writer in The Toronto Star. “Just 
such a man has been found in this 
city, He Js © Sergt.-Major Stanloy 
Fuller, who has identified himself 
with the 204ta Battalion as a recrult- 
or, and who, at the same time, claims 


the record for securing the most re- . 


crujts for the Canadian oxpeditionary 
forces of any manin the country. 
Sergt. Fuller bas been working as a 
recruiter ever since tho war broke 
out, ho has been using all the ‘ex- 
perience gainod by his twenty years 
of soldicring, and with the wiles thus 
learned he makes the proud claim 
of having personally secured the cn- 
listment of between three and four 
thousand men. 

The record is an astonishing one, 
but when st comes to talking the ad- 
vantages of being a soldier Sergeant 
Fuller knows all the ropes. When 
the war broke out he went with the 
36th Peel Regiment as a recruiter, 
and during the next seven months 
was connected with ten battalions. 
Later be was transferred ta Lindsay, 
where he claims to havo: personally 


‘brought into the ranks at least-500 


men of tho 108th Battalion. When 
he came back to this city he became 
connected with the Beaver Battalion 
and is doing fine work. 

His personal history is an interest- 
ing one. - Since the age of sixteen 
there are but six years in his Hfe 
that be has not ‘been wearing a unl- 
form for the King. He comes of a 
large family of soldiers, the Fullers 
of Minster, near Ramsgate, Kent—a 
family so soldlerly that when be was 
still fifteen years of age bis mother 
bad won a special medal from the 
King for the greatest number of sol- 
dler sons sent tnto the army from 
ary Kent family. That brings out the 
Interesting fact that-there are four- 
teen brothers, .every one of vhom 
has, at some time or other, deen In 
tbe Imperial.army. At present nine 
of the brothers are on active service, 
while the whole family representa- 
tion In the ranks, Including near re- 
latives, runs over Ofty. Just to show 
that the family has high !deals, every 
one of the fourteen brothers has 
been named after earls and dukes 
and men famed in the annals of bis- 
tory. 5 . 
Coming down to Sergt. Fuller's 
own experiences, he enlisted with 
the Chatham Engineers at the age 
of 16, and was with that branch of 
the service for six years . before 
joining the Garrison Artillery. It 
wan during the fourteen years with 
the latter branch that he had all 
bis troubles, First, he was on board 
the Eutopia, the transport which 
sank off Gibraltar with the loss of 
250 soldiers. Then, while bandliog 
a gun at Gibraltar a baudspike was 
driven nearly through bis 'e 
When the South African War broke 
oyt, Serst. Fuller’s branch was. sent 
into the active fighting, and he 
weathered that all right until he got 
as far as Swartz Kop, There a bul- 
let caught him through the abdomen, 
and put him out of service for some 
months. When he rejoined his unit, 
Sergt. Fuller was just in time to 
take part In the famed battle of Col 
lenszo, and then was so badly injured 
by shrapnel that literally 
front for his body had to be bullt of 
silver plates and borrowed flesh.

All British troops get bacon for 
breakfast, largely Canadian bacon, 
Canadian packers have received num~- 
crous letters from “soldiers In the 
trenches An pro eae of the brand 
provided fof them. It Is their favorite 
diet. The taste has been acquired 
anew, and after the war: Canadian 
hogs will be preferred to the fat, 
greasy, corn-fed product of the Unit- 
ed States. Canadian Witshires are 
now famous, for it is in that form 
that Canadian hogs are unbeaten, “It 
is not a question of price,” sald one 
packer to the writer. “I do not know 
that the price will go higher, but I 
know this: that the demand is great- 
er than the supply. Tho stuff we are 
shipping continuously, is the long 
streaky side, with solid fat that re- 
mains when fried." When asked 
what particular type of bacon was 
preferred, the packer said best re- 
sults came from the Improved York- 
shire boar and the Yorkshire, Tam- 
worth, or Berkshire sow. “If the 
high standard were dropped,’ he 
said, “it would prove fatal, because 
immediately the premium paid for 
Canadian pork would cease. At pre- 
sent,” he concluded, “the Canadian 
hog is the controlling factor in the 
English market. It will be a pity If 
we cannot hold that advantage.”

Abroad Canada has been famous 
for her hogs. Long ago In catoring 
to British tastes this country {m- 
ported famous English breeds and 
with its unequalled feeding system 
produced a hog that in the English 
market was second only to the Dan- 
ish product. The Danes have made a 
fortune since the war began selling 
their hog products to Germany, with 
two results: relatively few have 
come to Britain and the killings in 
Denmark are just half what the 
were a year ago. >

, OTTAWA, June 8.—More than 800 
Canadian Indians have enlisted for 
active service, and the number would 
be very much greater, says Lieut Char- 
les ‘A. Cook. of the Indian, Department, 
who has been recrulling among the 


reserves for some months, had the In- 
dians the full rights of citizenship. He 
found this his greatest stumbling 
block to enlistment, 

Ontario heads the lst with 667. com- 
posed of 323 Ojibways, 294 Iroquois 
and 50 Delawafes; Quebec, 65 with 43 
Iroquois in the lead; Manitoba, Sask- 
atchowan and Alberta, 95, composed 
of Sioux and Crecs; British Columbia 
and Yukon jarilime Provinces, 32, 
all Micmacs, 

Most of these Indians are with the 
114th Battalion at Cayuga, Ont. All the 
officers except one are Indians, and 
Lieut. Cooke states that they would 
have’ found it: comparatively casy to 
make up a full battalion of red men if 
the Indians had been feft alone by 
other battallons. They like the [dea 
of being {none regiment. 

Tho Indians have also contributed 

24,634 to the Patriotic Fund through 
the Indlan Department. Indlan re- 
cruits are much sought as they are 
magalficent shots and are used to 
great advantage as snipers.

The Gamy Fish “Seek the Small 
Brooks in Mid-Summer Time. 


Economy river is a typical moun- 
tain stream fn northern Nova Scotia. 
The country {s extremely wild with: 
only one settlement, and that at the 
mouthiof the stream where it emptics 
into the upper watera of the Bay of 
Fundy. When I first saw it I could 
scarcely walt to ‘go to it” with rod 
and line, says a special writer for 
The Saturday Globe. 

For elght miles I fzhed up that 
river under ideal conditions, and my 
record was six small trout! “I was 
thoroughly disgusted, I couldn't 
understand it.) The stream was no 
more than from 30 to 50 feet across; 
it abounded in deop pools, smail falls 
and many rapids, : 

The month was August. I thought 
possibly the trouble was with the 
bait, I had fish worms, grasshop- 
pers, files, crickets, and helgamites. 
None of thera succeeded. On the 
way back I came across a small 
branch, It was'a Ittle brook I could 
Jeap across [n almost apy place. 1 
turned from the river bank, in my 
tracks, and cast my line in a little

Thousands of grasshoppers and otber 
insects that keep away from the wide 
streams, or only occasionally fall in, 
are constantly leaping across the 
narrow streams, It may be they do 
not always see the water between

At 
any rate the fisherman who falls to 
make a catch {n mid-summer in the 
big streams and rivers will find far 
better luck by following up one of

New Method of Broom-making. ‘ 

A new system of broom manufac- 
ture contemplates the repeated uso 
of the stock by supplying a new head 
as tho older one is worn out. It also 
contemplutes a reversible method of 
assembling the corn by which service 
{s secured from both ends, 

The broom proper consists of a 
suitably shaped bundle of hairs or 
splints of equal length. These are 
clamped together centrally of their 
lengths by means of a atrong band, 
which forms a component part of the 
broom when vended, and the coarser 
ends of the hairs’or splints are all 
preferably at one end of the broom 
and tho finer ends at tho other end 
thereof. The ends of the band are 
secured to the respective’ arms of the 
yoke by means of acrewa engaged in 
the fattened ends thereof, whereby 
the broom member may be revolved 
end for end when desired to bring 
either the coarse or the fine end into 
operative position.

When one of these spots was in em- 
bryo—we will call it Eaglebind—its in- 
habitants were not naturally rough, 
but they were all men, and men with. 
out women: will in time degenerate into 
wild. beasts.- No womun would go to 
Eaglebird because there were no wo- 
men there, One or two of the men 
went east at different times to marry a 
aveetbeart, but came back alone, When * 
the girls learned that Eaglebird was 
exclusively a man town they invaria- 
bly declined to exchange refined sur- 
roundings for a den. t 

There was a town not far distant 
from Eaglebird that we will call Tady- 
bird. When the former was settled the 
latter had becn a town for twb dee 
ades. True, the Ladybirdians bad run 
out the Indians, but they had all come 
to the region, men and women togeth- 
er, from Connecticut, where there was 
a college, and there was not a poorly 
educated person among them. But 
Ladybird had not been favorably o- 
cated for trade, and its young men 
ben grown sought busier fields of la- 
bor, while their sisters remained where 
they were. Instead of manufactures, 
there were libraries; and the old folks 
and the girls were very intellectual. ~ 

Eagiebird Lad been settled for a land 
speculation. Ten wen with money had 
purchased a tract for a song and se 
cured others to Join them in settling it 
by offering a share in the property. In 
this way some forty mou. mostly young 
and ‘all unmarried, were secured as 
emigrants for the enterprise. They 
built a town, but no wore men camé, 
and owlpg to te ubsence of women 
there were no ghildren, 

O’Brien, whod was the originator of 
the scheme, one day called 2 meeting 
in the town hall, a building 12 by 13, 
used principally for poker parties, and 
thus addressed the gathering: 

“Genulemen, If we can't get some Wo- 
men for wives we'll have to give up 
this scheme and go somewhere else. 
I've a proposition to make. There are 
more than fifty single women in Lady- 
bird. Efforts have ‘been made to in- 
duce some of them to marry our fel- 
lows, but they have turned up thelr 
hoses at us. What do you say to 
swooping down on ‘em and carrying 
‘em off?" 

The Idea took Ike wildfire. Natu- 
rally, the youngest men were the most 
enthusiastic, Thirty men agreed to join 
the abductors, and no one of them was 
over thirty years old, while the great 
majority were not twenty-five. This 
looked well for the scheme, for the 
girls they were to run off had nearly 
all been born since the settlement of 
Ladybird and were therefore young, 

The very next day after the proposal 
of the abduction scheme a lady and her 
husband who were driving through the 
country with a view,to establishing an 
emigration scheme stopped at Eagle- 
bird and asked for entertainment for 
the night. ‘They were accommodated, 
and so Jong had Jt been since the men 
had seep a woman that they treated 
the lady as though sbe were a queen. 
Every man Jn the town offered to serve 
her. In the evening they asked If she 
would not talk to them. It didn’t mat- 
ter what she sald; they only wished to 
Msten to the sweet, soft volte of a 
woman. She consented, and all ad- 
journed to the town hall, where the. 
lady was given a seat on a platform at 
ove end of the room. This is what she 
said to them: 

“Gentlemen, I don’t wonder you wish 
to listen to a woman's voice. You are 
all refincd men, roughened by living | 
svithout woman's quicting influence 
What you necd fa wires"— 

There was a bowl of response to this 
that broke in upon tbe address. One 
man whose voice drowned the others 
gave away the scheme to abduct the 
young Ladybirds. He was howled 
down for doing so, since it was to be 
expected that he had rendcred jt abor- 
tive. When some sort of order was re | 
stored the lady spoke again: 

“I.am not sure but what your plan 
may be advisable.” 

This drew forth a burst of applause, 
“Perhaps many of you,” the lady 
continued, “who are cducated men’ 
may call to mind how those men who 
settled Nome as ¥ have settled 
Laglebird invited tleir neighbors, the 
Sablnes, to a feast and carried off 
their daughters, The women became 
attached to their husbands, and when 
their fathers and brothers attacked the

TONDON, June 12—After inflicting 
a severe defeat on the Austrians who 
engaged them in battle for the past 
three weeks, the Italiais have started 
an’offensive on the battkefront between 
the Adige and Brenta. The Austrians 
hurled a division in massed formation 
against the Italian positions on Monte 
Lemirle, but these troops were driven 
back with heavy losses. The enemy 
did not attack the Italians after his 
repulse. on June 8, until Saturday. 
His principal activity has been con- 
fined to violent cannonading. Italian 


gunners replied at many points and] / 


masses of the enemy appeared to be 
caught under the fire of the Italian 
batteries. The Italian offensive on its 
commencement made some progress in 
the upper Arsa Valley in the Monnt 
Yoregno sector, at the bottom of the 
Astica Valley, on the \yestern slopes 
of Monte Cengio, and along the upper 
Boite and Afsel valleys. 

This initial advance is being fol- 
lowed up(by the making of fresh pro- 
gress on two watersheds of, the Val 
‘Arsa, alotgsthe heights south of Pos- 
ina and Astico, at the head of the 
Framza valley, and on the left of the 
‘Maso torrent. 

On the Isonzo front tho fighting has 
heen chiefly. confined to artillery and 
minor infantry fighting. Invair the 
Italians have taken 566 prisoners in 
recent actions. 

Austrian aviators have dropped 
bombs on various places in the Vene- 
tian plain, wounding seven persons 
and doing slight material damage. 
They also droped bombs on Fonzaso, » 
village 22 miles couth-west of Belluno.

Some Expert Help For Young House- 
wivea Who Have Not Yet Learned 
‘How to Cook Cheap Meats In the 
Most Nourishing, Tempting Way. 


It would seem that the last word had 
been said on cheaper cuts of meat. Bat 
the increase in the high cost of. living 
makes the meat problem still as tough 
(po pun} as ever.’ 

What are the much maligned and 
equally much praised cuts called 
“cheaper?” To know this we must 
know the architecture of the animal in 

question; First, the most tender pieces 
aval the\)easTexposedi parte’ ot; thejank 
mal Whaterer portions are subjected 
to muscular exerejec (thus the Join) are 
tougber because the muscles have been 
used move. ‘This does not mean that 
there is not as much nourishment in 
tough muscles ag in tender onea The 
cheaper cuts have tougher fibers, gnd 
the whole problem 1s to prepare and 
soften the fibers and thos put them on 
a par with’ more tender parts. The 
muscles of the abdomen are also ten- 
der, but give.a very coarse meat. © 

The structure of the muscle fiber 
must bestudied in order to apply the 
dest methods of cooking. Each Siber ts 
ke a thin section of orange, being 
surrounded with.2 Orm tissue and con- 
taining jolce within. If we cut the 
fiber across the julce will escape. If 
we heat the fiber in a high tempera- 
ture we will harden it still more and 
prevent the escape of juices. if wo 
cut it and soak It in water the juices 
ogain will escape. But if we pour 
scalding water or liquid on the fiber it 
will have much the same effect as 
heating it rapigiy:to a hizh point. > 

Now, the ideal In handling all cheaper 
cuts is first to barden the fiber elther 
by pouring on boiling water or by 
beating it to a high degree In orvier to 
arold the escape of the juices, and sec- 
ond, to cook it slowly so that the fiber 
will eventually be rery soft, the julces 
dissolved and ‘the favor as much as 
‘possible retained. None of these meats 
should be covered at first with cold 
liquid or cooked slowly before the out- 
side fiber {s ‘seared

At Wedding Feast 


Rassians and Austrians Engage in

TORONTO, June 12.—When a free 


fight broke out at a Russian wedding 
at 132 Portland Street last night, fol- 
lowing an/interruption by some Aus- 
trians, # constable, but recently re- 
turned from the trenches, received a 
knife wotnd in the wrist.. Several 
other officelR- were roughly treated, a 
number of foreigners were hurt and 
no Jess than a dozen participants ar- 
rested. P. C. George Wright (397) 
was the constable stabbed. He sus- 
tained the wound when he closed the 
door of the patrol: wagon as a nom- 
ber of the prisoners were trying to 
force their way out. A Russian sol- 
dier in the wagon drew a knife and 
slashed it across the constable’s wrist.

cape. He left his hat behind how- 
ever and the anthorities expect to ar. 
rest him during the day. 

The fight started] when a couple 
of Austrians, somewhat the worse for 
liquor, strove to force their way into 
the house and join in the wedding fes- 
tivities. They were reminded of the 
battle raging, in Galicia at present and 
replied by starting a miniature ¢n- 
gagement in the house. The police 
were notified’ and a posse was sent. 
The fight waged for over fifteen min- 
utes before the police got matters in 
hand. Of the twelve men arrestal, 
nine faced a charge of drunkenness in 
“the Police Court to-day and three 
that of disorderly conduct. The police 
found thirty empty beer keys in the 
house.

It was quite unknown fn an- 
tiquity. As CG, F. Moore bas shown, It 
oceura for tha Orst time sporadically 
in the fourteenth century. ‘The word 
arose Iu a- peculiar way, Until some 
centuries affer the Christian cra the 
text of the Hebrew Scriptures was 
wrilten with consonants only. The 
name of the deity therefore was writ- 
ten with the four consonants ‘Jhrh.’ 
As Hebrew ceased to be a spoken 
tongue, words written consonantally 
begun to present difficulties to readers, 
This fact led to the Invention of sya 
teins of vowel points, which were writ- 
ten under and abovo the consonants, 

Long before the invention of rowel 
poluts {t had become customary, on ac: 
count of dread of the name of ‘the 
delty, to read ‘Adonay’ (Lord), wher 
ever ‘Jhvh' occurred. To indivate this 
fact the vowels of *Adonay’ were cun- 
nected with tte consouauts ‘Jhrh,’ the 
short ‘A’ of *Adonay' by a regular 
change becoming ‘e’ when connected 
with the consonant ‘J..'' Persons ignur 
ant of the purpose of the rowels be 
gan to read them with the conaonants, 
and thus the preposteruus bybrid Jo- 
HoVali’ arose.” 





England's Greatest Mine Fire. 

The most scrious colliery fire ever 
known in Brituln was undoubtedly 
that which broke out Ip the ‘awd val- 
ley mine, near Preston, In 1872, Thou- 
sunds of pounds were spent in trylng to 
get the fumes under control, but they 
overcame ‘everything and consumed 
somo rmillions of tons of coal, A wall 
ten fect in thickness was built round 
the affected parts, but tho heat cracked 
the masonry and brought it down as 
fast as it was rebuilt’ Lowever, in 
1897 the river Tawd overflowed its 
banks and went pouring down into the 
mlne. No Gre could withstand such an 
immense volume of water hurled upon 
ft, and although the Sames extended 
for G00 yards, they were ‘quenched

There were several other 
old deeds, practically etery coin mint- 
ed by the United States government 
and the English government for the 
colonies, Some of the coins bore 
rtrange Inscriptions “Am I not a wo- 
man?" “Millions for defence, but not 
one cent for tribute,” sald another. 
There also were coins of nearly every 
country In the world, and an old porce- 
Inin watch that was presented to 
George Washington ‘when. he was 
President. ? ‘ 
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Origin of the Penny. 

The “maiden name” of the pen 
was “denarius,” and the English penny’ 
1s a survival of the Roman rule in the 
British tales, Like the coin which pre- 
ceded It In Rome, it bas ‘been debased 
{fn value until its name has Jost its 
original med tug. The ‘frat denarius 
was minted {n'Mome about 263 B. C, 
and was the principal silver coln of 
both the repibiic and the empire. It at 
first welgbed seventy-two grains troy 
and was as pearly pure ailver as du- 
rabllity woukl permit. It.bore on ope 
xide the helmeted head of Roma and 
the mark X and on the other alde the 
images of Castor and Pollux. Later 
these twin gods were replaced by the 
bead of the Roman emperors. By 215 
A. D. the coln had deteriorated in 
value until it was ouly 40 per cent 
sliver. The X, which signified the val- 
ule of ten asses, had wholly lost its 
meaning. Diocletian finished the deg- 
radation of the denarlus by applying 
the name to a small copper coln. In 
England the largest silver coin was 
called a denarius at o time when the 
English forin was called a gold penny.

> In dlanapolis, 
June 11—Pas- 
tor Russell was 
here to-day and 
gave a very in- 
teresting lecture 
On the text, “He 
that soweth 
*bountifully shalt 
reap bountiful- 
ly;.but he that 
soweth sparingly 
sball reap spar- 
Ingly.” «(2 Cor- 
Inthlans 9:6.) A 
condensed report 
follows; 

The speaker showed that reaping 
{nvariably corresponds to sowing, not 
only in kind, but also in quality and 
in quantity. It is very evident that 
his view on the application of both 
text and context differs from that of 
the majority of even professed Chris- 
tlans. Usually this passage {s applied 
in a general way to everybody; but 
the Pastor applies {t only to Christ- 
jans—those who have made a full 
consecration of themselves to God 
and are begotten of the Holy Spirit— 
can sow to tho Spirit; that only these 
are now on trial for Ife or death 
everlasting. He belleves that only, a 
few are sowing seed along spiritual 
Mines and reaping spiritual harvests; 
and that the great majority are sow- 
ing along merely natural lines, whe- 
ther the seed be good or evil, and 
will reap accordingly, some a noble 
and some an ignoble character. 

So far bas man fallen from the 
estate in which Adam was created 
that it may be truly safd, as the 
Apostle declares, “They are all gone 
out of the way; they are together 
become unprofitable; there is none 
that.doeth good, no, not one.” (Rom- 
ans 3:10-12.) Instead of being a holy 
spirit—a holy miad or disposition— 
the mind of f-llen man to-day is 
largely unholy, perverted, and imper- 
fect. But those who have stepped 
out from the world, those who have 
become, through faith in Christ and 
dedication of themselves to God, chil- 
dren of God, have His Holy Spirit— 
His mind or disposition; and this 
they have in proportion as they are 
living close to God, following in their 
Master's footsteps. 

According to the measure that this 
latter class “sow to the Spirit” will 
tkey reap the character of Christ, the 
fruitage of the Holy Spirit. The 
Lord desires His people not only to 
sow to the Spirit, but to sow baunti- 
fully. There Ia a principle of justice 
that runs all through the matter. God 
does not say, “‘Never mind what you 
do, I will forgive you and make It 
all right with you. 1 know that you 
are Imperfect.” No. The principle 
constantly. cperates that whoever 
sows good seed will r¢ap correspond- 
ing blessings; but whoever sows evil 
seed may expect to reap correspond- 
Ing injury. The merit of Christ 
covers the Christian's unwitting mis- 
takes when he is doing bis best: but 
{t does not make up for negligence, 
carelessness, or Indifference as to the 
kind of seed he sows, “Whatsoever 
aman soweth, that shall he also 
reap,” 


inflexible Lavy of Cause and Eftect. 


Those now children of God found, 
before they left the world, that when 
they lived in accordance with the 
will of the fallen human nature, the 
things from “which they expected 
good results and happiness gave poor 
Tesulls and dissatisfactiun—that an- 
ticipation was much better than reul- 
fzatlon. They also found that follow- 
ing their own will yenerally yielded 
bad frultage. They had sown wrong 
thoughts; and these thoughts pro- 
duced more of the same kind. Then 
tbe wrong thoughts brought forth 
wrong deeds, which In thine devels 
oped a wrong character, Tho things 
which at first were merely optional 
became fixed characteristics. 
somebody has “well said, “Sow a 
thought and reap an\act; sow an act 
and reap a habit; sow-a babit and 
Teap a character; sow a character and 
Teap a destiny." To the extent that 
an unholy character had been devel- 
oped it must be palostakingly demol- 
ished, and a righteous charucter 
erected, 

In this connection parents should 
begin with their children, by kcep- 
ing before their minds from earliest 
childhood pure, noble, loving 
thoughts. While it is impossible to 
make them perfect, yet Parents can 
do much towurd shielding their cbil- 
dren from the ew! in the world. By 
élving their children a right start In 
life, parents would be bestowing 
upon them a legacy for which the 
children would thank them through- 
out eternity, If mothers could only 
know how iuch they have ‘in their 
power the moulding of the minds of 
thelr children, — how careful they 
would be! How vigituntly they would 
suard their own mental conditions 
and attitudes, In order that they 
might brink into the world children

The fathers also have especial re- 
sponsibility along this line, Not only 
should they themselves be noble if 
they would hope to bring forth noble 
offspring, but they should see to tt 
that so far as possible the mother 
should “have the proper associations 
and environment, ‘the proper care 
and attention, As these things are 
all taken into consideration in the 
breeding of.fine horses, dogs, etc., of 
how much more importance is it that 
our children be given thus a noble 
heritage! 
Proper Training of Children, 

It is high time tnat all thinking 
people agitate this subject, and thus 
head off as far as possible the pro- 
pagution’ of children badly equipped 
mentally, morally, and pbysieally. 

| We cannot omphasize too « strongly 
the importance of. proper  pre-nutal 
influences in forming the bend of the 
child’s disposition, But parental re- 
sponsibility does not cease with the 
birth of the child. Its entire Ife 
must be supervised. Here again the 
mother has ber care to see that the 
child Is not unjust in déaling with 
its playmates—not even with the 
dog. Mie must alse inculcate cleanli- 
hess of body and.of mind. If she is 
careless. about these things, the 
child gets the idea that it does not 

| matter what one does; and thus the 
Habiity to do unjustly and to live 
uncleanly 4@ greatly increased. 9 

Pecullar responsibility along all 
these Hines rests upon Christian par- 
ents, 
ciples of . God's government, our 
mind should be filled with thoughts 
of justice, righteousness, kindness, 
love. These thoughts should be re- 
flected upon our children; and thus 
our children would be taught of 
God. Even though they may not be- 
come spirit-begotten children of God, 
yet all who ever attain unto life ever- 
lusting on any plane must have this 
holy spirit, mind, of the Lord. Ifa 
cbilc 1s not naturally meek, if its 
pre-natal development was neglected 
in this respect, then {it should be 
taught meekness, It should be shown 
how unbecoming are rudeness and 
self-assertion; tt should have held up 
before it the beauty of gentleness 
and kindness. 

If a child fs handled properly dur- 
ing the early formative years of {ts 
life, it will soon get these good prin- 
ciples fixed fn {te mind. Meekness, 
gentleness, patience, long-suffering, 
kindness; love—these are tralts that 
parents should carefully cultivate In 
themselves. They are qualities of the 
Spirit of God which He expects all 
His children to develop richly in 
heart and in life. However bad a 
Christian's hubits may have been be- 
fdre he became a child of God, the 
Heavenly Father expects bim to erad- 
{eate his undesirable traits of char- 
acter as rapidly as possible, by Di- 
vine grace. He is to dig them up by 
the roots, aa he would pull up nox- 
fous weeds from his gurden. Then he 
must plant instead the beautiful and 
fruitful things. What a beautiful 
adornment is meekness! How un- 
lovely are arrogance and headinesst 

As this beauty of character ts 
manifested in the parent, It will be 
noticed by the children, who are very 
quick of discernment, and who gener- 
ally have a very keen sense of Justice 
and of consistency of example, 
Sooner or later this beautly in the 
Parent Is sure to bear frulitage in the 
child, unless Its character bad be- 
come too iirmly fixed before the par- 
ents realized their responsibility 
along these lines. « Undoubtedly the 
disrespect of parents so common to- 
day and the neglect of parents in 
their old age are the legitimate 
frultage of parents! neglect in earlier 
days, Many parents to-day are reap- 
ing the harvest of their own failure 
to train their children properly in 

early childhood. In many cases evil 
seeds have been sown in the child 
mind Instead of good secd; und to- 
day the bad frultuge of such sowing 
Is evident, In other cases the serd 
bas been sown far too sparingly; and 
the reaping has been in proportion, 
God's Children Carefully Trained 
As the child-life is a training 
school, so it Is with the spirit-bexot- 
ten children of God. As soon as we 
enter His family, He puts us to 
school; and during the remainder of 
our lives in the flesh we are given a 
systematic course of tralping, school- 
fug. As New Creatures, we are in 
the School of Christ, where we have 
daily lessons to learn — lessons of 
meekness,-gentleness, patience, bro- 
itherly-kindness, love, as well ax les- 
sons of doctrine.

Middoc, England, June 5, 1916. 

Dear mother and father,— 
Just a few Hnes to let you know 
same of my experiences. We were at 
Vores on Mareh 17, 1916, there had

of us were ina dug-out together, being

jthe only ones‘about this place. ar the 


others bad all left owing to the bom- 
bardment. A shrapnel shell came over. 
and fell right inte the dugout, three of 
us were killed. and three wounded (my- 
self being the most dangerous.) 1 
found my way to another dugout, soon 
going back to see how my mates had 
got on; it was then [ found three of 
them dead. L wax afterwards brought 
back to Boulogne! being’ at the No. 3 
Canadian Mospital for two wecks, then 
1 was brought to England, abhi at 
Simonton Hospital, London. wis 
there three weeks, then sent et an hos- 
pital at Pinner, Middoc. and expect to 
be discharged in a few days to have a 
+hort sick furlough, and then perhaps 
to go back to the boys again, 1 might 
say I was wounded in the right shoul- 
der and the face, but they are nearly 
healed.

Nature lovers mourn ‘the pasaing of 
wild life under -the iron heel ofindus- 
trial progress and the profound con-: 
cern of these love.s of out-door life 
would: certainly be juatified if there 
were no national reserves within’ the 
broad Dominion. 

Among the most popular of these 
glorious national heritages’ of the 
people is the Algonquin Provincial 
Park, 1,754,473 acres in extent. situ. 
ated two thousand feet above the level 
of the sea, up in the “Highlands of 
Ontario.” Thin iovely region. set 
apart by the Ontario Government in 
1893, remains today unspolled. a per- 
fect refuxe for the creatures of the 
forest, and an ideal pleagire-ground 
for the people, 

It Is almost impossible to walk ‘or

Other fur-bearing 
animalx have Increased In proportion, 
and a nuinber of pelts of beaver and, 
other animals are now being taken 
out annpally without any apparent 
decrease in their numbers.

IT MAY SHURT CANADA, 


U. 8. Legislation Would Denrive B 
C, of Halibut’ Trade, 

Legislation which appears to inter- 
fere directly with the principle ‘of 
bonding privilege established under 
article 29, of the Treaty of Washinz- 
ton, fa before the United States Con- 
gress and fs being watched by the 
Canadian Government. The facts In 
connection with it are in the ponses- 
sion of Sir George Foster as Acting 
Prime Minister. B 

~The question has to do with the 
shipment of halibut via the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway from Prince 
Rupert for points in the middle and 
eastern States. — 

Foruierly this traMc all went to 
United States railwaya by way of 
Seattle. The halibut were caught in 
Alaskan waters and were purchased 
from ithe halibut fishermen by sup- 
ply boats sent north from Seattle. 
Since the cstablishment of Prince 
Rupert as the Pacific terminus of the 
G. T. P., fully a third of the catch 
has been taken by the fishermen to 
Prince Rupert, sold directly by them, 
and shipped In bond ‘over the G.T.P. 

A Canadian order-{n-Councll was 
published {n March, of last year, al- 
lowing vessels of United States regis- 
ter to land fish free at Prince Rupert 
for trans-abipment to United States 
markets, The rail route is just as 
Sliort and-just as cheap and the ocean 
carriage Is nearly six hundred miles 
shorter, | The new arraygement is 
sald to have benefited the fishermen 
and to have provided the consumers 
in the eastern Starze with fresher and 
cheaper fish, It has not pleased the 
United States transportation interests 
nor the Seattle companies ‘which 
formerly controlled the trade. 

For a year these interests have 
been seeking to have the old system 
restored either by a revival of the 
duty or by some other’ means, and 
Seattle railway and fish” interests 
have been to Washington {n an effort 
to bring this restoration about. The 
halibut fishermen proposed as an al- 
ternative theestablishiment of a Gov- 
ernment cold storage aud buying sta- 
tion at Ketchikan, Aluska, but this 
was not acceded. The “Pacific Fish- 
erman,” in commenting on this ef- 
fort of the Seattlo interests to take 
the trade away from Canada, said 
that “when we are offered clean com- 
petition by a neighbor, it il] becomes 
up to have the law on them.” 

The determined efforts of the in- 
terests formerly controlling the trade 
appear, however, to have borne fruit, 
and the bill now-before Congress in 
the name of Rep. McGillicuddy, of 
Maine, provides that “no fresh. or 
frozen halibut or ealmon from the 
North Pacific Ocean or tributory wa- 
ters shall be admitted Into the 
United States from any foreign 
country except when the same aball 
be in bond from an American ‘port.’ 

The effect of this, it ia sald here, 
would be to prevent the halibut fish- 
ermen from taking advantage of the 
Prince Rupert market and would 
compel them to take theif fish to 
Ketchikan, Alaska, to be bonded, the 
real result being that they would 
again have to depend upon the buy- 
ers from Seattle and trade would go 
back over the old route. The matter 
ia being watched with keen interest 
here,

‘obtained within the province. These 

industries, distributed in nearly 
every town/and city, are no more 

secure than their foundation of for- 
jest materials. -It is just as impera- 
tive that the Hving trees, which are 
intended to upbold Ontario’s Indus- 
tries and pay sheets should be {nsur- 
ed by goveroments axainst the plague 
of fire as that buildings and plant 
should be insured. 

When it is considered that the 
limit holders mutual associations in 
Quebec Province have built up efi- 
clent systems of forest protection at 
a cost of about one-third of a cent. 
per acre for fire protection, an effi- 
clent system in Ontario would in- 
volve little, if any, additional cost, A 
third of a cent an acre for protec- 
tion makes a very minute showing 
beside a magnificent pine forest re- 
duced to charcoal for lack of decent 
care. It has been estimated that for- 
est fires in Canada,’ mostly prevent- 
ible, destroy more wealth than would 
pay the annual interest‘on the last 
Dominion loan of 100 million dol-

TIRELESS INSECTS. 
Built For the Strenuous Life, They Are 
"Never Weary. 

In “Insects, ‘Thelr Life Mistpries and 
Habits," Marold Bastin, the entomolo- 
gist, says that, contrary to popular be- 
Nef, spiders are not Insects. Insect 
hare six legs, neither more nor less, 
and another peculiarity of the inscct 
is that it has wings, sometimes two, 
more often four. Splders bave elght 
legs and no wings; therefore spiders 
are not insects. 

Mnscets have no backbones and no 
skeletons, says Mr. Bastin, but sklos 
wilh a hard, durable surface, called 
chitth, which makes up a Nglt shell of 
armor that forms the outside of the 
body, to the inside of which the mus- 
cles are attached. 

Insects do not breathe through their 
mouths, but ‘through holes in their 
bodies, called: spiracles. Insects have 
nelther velus nor arteries. The bivod 
is pumped directly from the clminbered 
heart Into the body cavity, where it 
bathes. and nourishes the organs. In- 
sects have wonderful gnd enviable dl- 
gestive organs and feed upon and dl-

FATAL ACCIDENT

In an endeavor 
to overcome this shortage, _ they are 
drawing heavily upon Canadian sup- 
Plies, and onc large Canadian manu- 
facturer advises that this increased 
demand will result In an early sbort- 
age in Canada. This is especially truc 
of waste paper, suchas old news- 
papers, magazines, wrapplog ) paper, 
ete, This stock is used in thé manu- 
facture of the cheaper grades of 
paper, building paper, tarred felt, 
patent roofings, millboard, and 4ill- 
ing for cardboard, ete. There are at 
present three mills in Canada tsing 
reclaimed paper exclusively in their 
manufacturing. 

Canada !s wasting fully 500,000 
poungs of paper weekly without any 
Teasonatle excuse... It {s estimated 
that a ton of wood-pulp requires 
eight trees, averaging, nine inches at 
the butt. To replace this waste of 
therefore, necessitatea 
the.cutting of approximately 2,000 
trees weekly or over 100,000 anntal- 
in\Canada’s forests. 

As an illustration of what may be 


+ saved and systematically collected, 


the results secured by the Daughters 
of the Empire at Ottawa may 
cited. In September last this pelts 
ization undertook to collect waste 
paper, the proceeds from {ts sale to 
be used for patriotic purposes.

LONDON, June 20.—Special— The 





. ‘Times Potrograd correspondent, Stan- 


ley Washburn, sends the following in- 
terview” with General Brusiloff, Com- 
mander of the Russian forces fighting 
against the Austrians and Germans: 

“The speedy successes we have at- 
tained are not the product of chanco 
or of Austrian weakness, but represent 
the application of all the lessons we 
have learned in two years of bitter 
warfare against the Germans: 

“ At the beginning of the war, and 
especially last summer, we lacked the 
preparations which. the Germans had 
been making for the past fifty years. 

“The main clement of our success 
was duo to the absolute co-ordination 
carefully planned harmony with which 
the various branches of tho service 
supported each other. .

A BIRTHDAY CAKE. 










How to Make One Which is 2 Treat 
Cake, 


Weigh seven large exes. (fresh), 
take their weight In dried four:and 
a Httle more than half their welght 
in sifted sugar. Break the eggs, rep- 
arate the yolks {rom the whites. Beat 
the former in a bowl, add the sugar 
to them very gradually, together with 
a little grated lemon rind, a spoonful

OUTPUT PILING UP. 





Value of Ontario’ Ore in ‘Three 
Months Increases Five Millions, 


Ans{iucrease in the production of 
allver Mm Ontario is the feature of the 
quarterly report ,of the Burseau of 
Mines. For the past year or two 
there has been a steady falling off in 
the output of silver from Cobalt, but 
the increase in the price of the metal 
has encouraged ‘production, especial- 
ly the’ development of low-grade ore 
bodies, © The’ increase forthe three 
! months was 17,664 ounces, and in 
value the silver output of Ontario 
Increased by $462,673. 

The output of gold showed an in- 
‘crease of ‘ $1,511 ounces, 
the bulk of it coming from 


i Porcupine, with Hollinger the leader. 


The ‘output of nickel and oppor In 
the matte was 50 per cent. greater 
than In 1915, If the pregent rate of 
production Is malntained throughout 
the year, 1916 will see about 40,000 
tons of nickel and 22,000 tons of 
copper turned out by the smoltera in 
the Sudbury district, as against 34,- 
000 ton.of nickel and 19,600 tons of 
copper injv915. Tho blast furnaces 
of the projince turned out about 70 
-per cent. more pig tron than in the 
first quarter of 1915, and the product 
was worth almost 100 per cent. more. 
About 15 per cent. of the fron ore 
ctiarged Into the furnaces was taken 
from deposits in Ontario, the remain- 
der coming from the United States. 

‘Pee value of Ontario's ore produc- 
tion for the firat three months of the 
year was $14,276,382, as compared 
with $9,358,210 In the frst quarter 
of 1915.° This was due not only. to 
increased production, but to the 
higher prices prevalling for most of 
the.metals,

Indian Cane Falls Off.

SCOUTING IN. DESERTS 





‘AUSTRALIANS TELL ol WORK 
AGAINST THE SENUSSI. 


Water.is Brought to Egyptian Coast 
by Trawlers, Which Were Form- 
erly Used as Mine Sweepers— 
Arabs Kill the Wounded Soldiers 
Who Fall Into Their ‘Hands— 

_ Scout Must Not Be Seen. : 


ERSONAL ‘accounts — which 
are therefore more or less 
grapbic—are beginning to 
filter into Australla from the 
Senussi country into Egypt, 

where, under General Wallace, Com- 
monwealth and other British troops 
are engaged in a guerrilja campaigs 
in Waterless deserts: against Arabs 
who have been armed by Germans. 
1 How large General Wallace's army is 
is not known in Australia, but the 
character of the fighting it Is doing 
is indicated by the letters referred 
to above, 
Lance-Corporal Clifford Brown 
says {n a letter to his father’at In- 
; Yerell, under date of Dec. 14: 
} “We are fighting the Arab’ and 
Dervish tribes on the western fron- 
| tler of Egypt armed with swords, and 
» the frst time we charge we will have 
the honor of being {n the firat cavalry 
charge by Australians. (The Aus- 
tralian cavalrymen who went to the 
Gallipolf Peninsula, it will be remem- 
bered, were obliged to go as infan- 
trymen, it belng too rough.a country 
for the employment of mounted 
troops.) We are picked men, and 
hope to give a good account of our- 
selves. The Arabs are great scouts, 
dressed like the sands, and their 
horsea are wonderfully trained. I am 
taken off despatch riding; and have 
done well scouting. It -is terribly 
risky work. 

“A scout bas to see and not be 
seen, and with these Arabs out here 
you have to be mighty careful, be- 
cause ‘perhaps a regiment or squad- 
Ton is depending on your work. My 
horse, as well.as several others, has 
been trained to Ile down, and It’s a 
great help, but all Australian horses 
have a bad fault for this game—that 
is, they whinny at the sound or amell 
of horses, and, of course, that isa 
“‘put-away.’ But to get over that we 
tle a strip tightly around their noses, 
If you are ‘put away’ or seen It’s & 
case of go for your life, but never in 
the direction of the main body. You 
have to play the game of bluff and 
allp away in another direction. Scout- 
ing {s wonderfully Interesting an? 
exciting, but the strain Is terrible. 

“} wish you could organize some 
fund to send us scouts’ field glasse, 
{This fund had been started in Syd- 
ney and other cities In the Common- 
wealth before young Hrown wrote, 
and many racing enthusiasts had 
contributed feld glasses in anawer to 
a gencral appeal.)

night before with reinforcements.

Trooper Norman Berry, of North 
Sydney, writes to bia home from Ma- 
trub, obviously about the middle of 
December, rc'ating what he calls “a 
bit of a scrap" with the Senussl., Ile 
anys: 

“It was very pleasant to hear the 
warship guns apeak. The balls went 
whistling over our beads and wo 
could see them bursting among tho 
enemy a mile away, One of our ar- 
tillery guns helped us well. We havo 
a good many big guns here, and 
some crulsers, The enemy appear to 
be very poorly equipped, and they 
have only.one big gun, which they 
don’t seem able to work properly, as 
it bas done no damage yet. They ap- 
pear very frightened of us and keep 
well in the bills in caves and dug- 
outs, We have aeroplanes which do 
great work reconnoltring every duy.

Famous Quarter of Bergen 
Escaped Destruction by Fire, 

At last news has arrived of the 
escape of the notable Scotch quarter 
of "Bergen in Norway from destruc- 
tos in the terrible fire of January 
29th. 

The business part of tho city haa 
Kone, ousting some 2,200 houses of 
commerce, : 

The connection between Norway 
and Scotland in days gone by was 
very close, Since the sixteentd 
century an important portion of Ben 
gen was called the Scots town, and 
a good portion of that quarter has 
now been swept away by the fire, 
but the. important part, Scots street, 





Scots Guild Hail, have escaped de- 
struction. The fire broke out on the 
one side of Muren, and Scots Street 
takes off on the other side, tho side 
from which the wind blew. 

On the- Toro-Aimenning, across 
which the fire leapt in a abeet of 
flame 100 yards wide, there stands 
the statue of President Christie, who 
guided the proceedings of the Stor. 
thing which drew up the Norwegian 
Constitution in 1814, and. secured 
the Independence of Norway {from 
Sweden, The Christie statue has not 
suffered, and the Scots in Bergen and 
at home have reason to be glad, for 
Christie traced back his descent to 
Andrew Christie, who came to Ber- 
gen with Montrose in 1647, 

The buildings on the north of tho 
harbor have quite escaped, among 
them the well-known Hanseatic Mu- 
seum and Haakon's Hall. It was here 
that Isabella Bruce, sister of King 
Robert Bruce, resided during »her 
brief marriage with the Norse King 
Erie, who dled In 1299; and in Ber- 
gen she remained unt!l ber death in 
1358. 

The great’fre began opposite Mu- 
ren in Strand Street. Muren is a 
stone house inthe middle of the 
street, with a passage way through 
it. History tells us that “the Scot- 
tish lady’ once resided in the house. 

The Scottish lady was Lady Anne 
Bothwell, the first wife of James 
Hepburn, Earl Bothwell, whom he 
married in Denmark, and afterwards 
deserted. Buta few weeks after 
Bothwell’s marriage to Mary Queen 
of Scots and the defeat at Carberry 
Hill, Bothwell had to flee. 

His two ships reached the coast of 
Norway near Bergen, and as_ the 
ship's papers were suspicious 2 Com- 
mission was appotnted to investigate 
the case. 

Meantime Lady Anne Bothwell 
put in an appearance, summoned 
Bothwell before the Court, produced 
her marriage certificate and obtained 
judgment in her favor, whcreby be 
agreed to pay her an annuity to be 
sent regularly from Scotland, and to 
hand over the Pelican, one of his 
ships, to her in name of expenses, 

Bothwell bimeelf was ordered by 
the Commission to be sent to Copen- 
hagen that the Danish Government 
might decide his fate. And these 
days in Bergen were, his last days of 
Nberty, for he died after a long ill- 
ness in a Danish prison in 1578, And 
thus ended the romance of the Scot- 
tish lady. 

And the house she occupied 
Strand Street still stands, scorched, 
indeed, by the Dames of the Bergen 
fire, but Intact, for it is of stone,

“ To Get French Islands. 


The possibility of the acquisition 
of the French colony of St. Plerre by 
Newfoundland is being discussed in 
official circles as a result of condi- 
tions arising from the European con- 
filct. 

The Idea was sugkested by the re- 
cent negotiations which Ied to the 
relazation for the term of the war of 
the so-called bait act by the New- 
foundland Government in view of the 
shortage of fish in France. The bait 
act was put In force in 1886, and 
prohibited the selling of herring to 
the French fishermen whose head- 
quarters were at St. Plerre. 

With the advent of the war France 
withdrew the last of her fishermen 


from this side of the Atlantic, result- | 4 ta wake up some morning 


ing in a critical shortage of fish at 
home. Ropresentations were made 
to the Newfoundland Government, 
and in view of the circumstances It 
was decided to allow buyers from St.

No 
one has ever been struck by light- 
ning while he was aboard 2 train. 

The business purt of a city Mke- 
wise is never struck by lghtning. 
Neither are tall skyscrapers ever hit.

Nghtning striking any building with 
metallic sides and framework of fron

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IN FREEZING TRENCHES, 


Oficer Deocribes First Adventure of 
New Battalion. * 


An Interesting and detailed as- 
count of how a battalion first takes 
to the trenches in cold weather ie 
given in a Jetter from Lance-Corp. C. 
R. Bennett, attached to a Warwick- 
shire Regiment. of the Imperial 
Army, to his father in Montreal. 

“Wo marched out of the village 
about three o'clock in the afternoon,” 
he says, “and after a very hard 
march over very bad roads we ar- 
rived at a barn where two companies 
of the regiment we wore to be at- 
tached to—until our own battalion 
arrived—were preparing to go into 
the trenches that evening a2 soon as 
it.was dark, It was a black night 
and raining bard, and the nearer we 
got to the trenches the worse the 
roads became, The regiment wo 
wore to go in with were old hands 
and knew the ropes well.” 

- “Before we got to the communica- 
tion trench proper, we had to enter 
a trench to get through a rising bit 
of ground, for at this point the bul- 
lets wore whining overhead, just to 
Temind us that we were In it at | 
last. Well, this trench proved to bo 
| not less than three feet deep in water | 
which gave us a delightful sensation 
about the legs. We at length reach- 
ed the dug-out we wore to pass the 
night in. It wax about five feet 
high and vo feet wide by about 
twenty-four feet long, and the floor 
was wet and muddy. We sat on our 
Packs and as siecp waa out of the 
“question our friends soon mado 
some hot tea which put new life into 
us. There wero three other N. C. O.'s 
beside myself of our battalion, and 
we took it In turns to slither about! 
the. trench during the night to see 
how men wero posted and made our- 
selves acquainted with their periods 
of-duty, ete, 
* “During the night all. the, men 
were ordered to turn out, Axcept 
‘thoso on sentry duty, to clean up the 
trench, I thought at the time that 
Maylight would have been a better 
time to do such work, but I learned 
on enquiry that it was done to keep 
the circulation going and therefore 
Prevent frost bite, 2 complaint which 
is exceedingly pain, and evefy- 
thing possible {s being dono to mini- 
mize it. When the light arrived I 
had o pot at the enemy over the 
“parapet, and somehow I fit it was 
Worth the journey of the night be- 
fore, to be able to do that. _ 

“After four days’ instruction, our 
own battalion reliesed the regiment 
we had been with and then we car- 
tied on the good work for another 
four days in which we experienced 
some horrible weather conditions. 
The trenches were knee deep In| 
many places and thigh and watat 
deop in mud. More than one poor 
chap got hopelessly stuck, and jt 
proved an exceedingly bard task to

having just returned from a delight- 
ful trip over Mount Kemmel to the 
quaint old town of Baileul, and re- 
visiting some of my good friends. 1 
feel quite refreshed and,\ while in the 
mood, I shall ‘endeayour to impart 
my impressions and) compare notes 
with that of.a year ago. 4 

Mother. nature, in spite of the war, 
unlike thany things which have been 
affected more or Jess, has as if by magic 
transformed the whole scene of seem- 
ingly perpetual ~ mud, overflowing 
roadways, leafless “trees and hedges in 
a,marvellously short time, by the aid 
of the ever-industrious peasant, who 
has cultivated the sodden fields of clay 
and planted them, and old Father Sol, 
has smiled upon them the warmth of 
his smile, and the call of spring-time, 
nature has been busy, clothing the 
countryside’in its beautiful refreshing 
green, tho shade of the grass and 
leaves. The dandelion, the daisy, the 
violet and the buttercup and all the 
sweet-smelling flowers of many huca 
are blooming, the roadways are dry 
and the stately avenuo of trees that 
border the roads form a pretty green 
archway, which gives shadv to the 
road, and the sweet spring breezes and 
smiling newly clothed landscapo mako 
one almost forget that beyond the 
winding roadway over Kemmel Hill, 
two mighty forces lay in wait for the 
opportune moment which’ will decide 
the outcome of this long, terrible war. 
Of course we feel confident, even op- 
timistic, in spite of the fact that we 
are just about as far_advanced as we 
were fifteen months agp. However, 
we aro better prepared and when the 
time com?s methinks it will be a quick 
finish. _\ ‘ 

The 22nd of April, 1915, and April 
Qind, 1916, the first anniversary of 
the battle of Langemarck. Again we 


‘traverse the well known roadways and 


revisit tho scenes which bring back to 
our minds events which have become 
histery awd forever immortalized the 


_ heroes whu sleep in death on the field 


of battle where they fought and diced 
for King and country and covered with 
glory the namo of Canada, by their 
noble sacrifice. 

Some of us live to return, and once 
again wo view with amazement the 
changes that has been wrought within 
these months that have passed. Seem- 
ingly the great guns have unceasingly 
belched forth their missiles of destruc- 
tion and death, still their verberating, 
roar and the crash of heavy shells as 
they burst in the air or detonate on 
percussion, as they crash into the carth, 
or on a roadway, fill the atmosphere 
with never-ceasing trembling. Once 
‘again the familiar odor of gas fumes 
and tho “tear” shells fill our nostrils 


“as we wend our way toward the guns, |} 


and wo xecall the stirring scenes of a 
year ‘ago. 

Again we recall Ypres, tho city 
beautiful, vith its stately Cloth Hall 
and cathedrals, its charming pictur- 
esque gardens and parks and chateaus, 


_which were visions of wonderment with 


their lovely avenues bordered by giant 
trees and conservatories which were 
Edens of delight, the miniature lakes 
and rustic bridges which spanned them 
leading, you perchance to a shady cosy 
corner, in a rustic summerhouse, the 
marvels of sculptural art portraying 
in marble figures fame and fable, 
hidden in leafy alcoves or mounted on 
pedestals of moss-covered rocks along 
the winding driveways of the grounds + 
pretty swans “gracefully swim round 
tho ponds, adding to the scene of 
beauty and tranquillity.

The recognition of trade-marks by 
English law inay be said to date only 
from the beginning of the ninetcenth 
century, but the use of trade-marks 
was, of course, of far “carlier daté. 
So far back as the reign of James I. 
a ‘certain clothier applied the mark 
of another clothicr to his awn infer- 
for goods, but the reports of the law- 
suit which ensued leave it doubtful 
whether the action was brought by 
the owner of the mark or by an fn- 
dignant customer, in which” latter. 
case it would simply be an ordinary 
action for fraud. 

In 1742 Lord Hardwicke declared 
that “every particular trader has 
some particular mark or stamp.” At 
the same time his lordship refused 
to grant the protection of the law to 
the “Great Mogul” stamp on cards. 
He was apparently under the Impres{ 
sion that the legal recognilion” of 
trade-marks meant the creation of a 
new kind of monopoly, and he made 
up his mind to obviate such possi- 
bility. 
Lord Eldon, on thé other hand, ro- 
peatedly granted injunctions to ro- 
strain one trader from fraudulently 
“passing ‘off’ his goods as those of 
another, and thus helped to lay a 
foundation on which the present 
trade-mark law has becn built up in 
successive stages.

It is from similar deposits of that 
natural resource that manufacturers 
in the Teutonic Empires have! pro- 
duced the supplies of. chinawares 
that have been marketed to homes 
in all parts of the world, and the 
Prevalence of the “Made-in-Ger- 
many” inscription on the underside 
of cups, saucers, and plates in the 
average home In Canada alone, furn- 
ishes an indication of the widespread 
character and value of the business. 

But it is not in the manufacture of 
table wares alone that kaolin is {m- 
portant. Large quantities are util- 
ized in the production of the finer 
grades of printing paper, and in the 
making of insulators for high power 
electric transmission lines, Austrian 
makers bad developed’ an interna- 
tional trade of considerable magni- 
tude In the latter product before the 
outbreak of the war. Since the seas 
have been closed against the Aus- 
trian suppiles the Japanese have 


fone into the business of making, 


these essentials, and largely because 
of the.cheapness of the la}or avall- 
able to manufacturers there, the in- 
dustry secms to have made remark- 
able progress. They are exporting at 
a low price, and have already got 
into touch with Canadian users. This 
Quebec supply touches the glass in- 
dustry also, for the by-product is a 
pure ailica-sand, which is suitable for 
the manufacture of glass and sand- 
paper, and is utilizable as moulding 
gand and for other purposes.

OTTAWA, June 24—No more kilties 
for Canada. The Militia Department 
has decided that for tho ovérsea3 
fcrces no more kilts will be issued and 


the units which have kilts now will 
have to wear “‘trous’’ when theie 
present clothing has been worn out- 
There will be yo more bare knees 
among the Canadians. going overseas. 

The decision of the Militia Council 
in-this respect will have a Aar-reach- 
ing effect. Many, indeed, ate the bat- 
talions in’ this © country which “have 
gone forth in kilts to fight). The 5th 
Royal Highlanders, of Montreal, have 
raised three battalions © all kilties. 
There was one. the 13th Battalion, in 
the ‘first’ contingent, then the 42nd. 
thd 73rd... The’same is the case in 
Toronto, where the 43th- Highlanders 
have been récruiting battalions, and 
“the Dletcof- Hamilton, the Cameron 
Highlataters/- Down in Nova Scotia 
there ‘aré entire brigades of Highland 
battalions: : 

With the exception of the pipers, all 
the othera will have to wear trousers. 
The chief reason is that thé kilts are 
not suitable for the trenches, particu- 
larly in the cold and rainy weather, 
Then they cause a great des) of trou- 
ble with: ‘the ordnance department

What effect it will have with the 
Ecotchmen of Canada remains to be 
seen, but it is believed that the natur-

drowning accident occurred in the 
harbor in this eitv, the victims being 
two Italians named Michael Potenza 
end jis companion who goes by. the 
name of Frank White. Both are 
young men, the former 19 years of 
cge, and the latter about 25. 

It appears that a few minutes after 
4 o'clock the two foreigners obtain- 
ed from Mr. Wm. Carter's boat house 
a canoe, for the purpose of paddling 
about the harbor. They had not pro- 
cecded far when from some cause, 
presumably in endeavoring to change 
seats, the frail craft upset, and both 
were precipated into the water about 
25 or 30 feet. The accident was wit- 
nessed by a number of persons and an 
aiarm was given. It is alleged that 
neither rose to the “surface after the 
sccident occurred. Mr. Jack Roblin, 
whose boat house is but a short dis- 
tance from where the canoe upset, 
was soon upon the scene and with 
the aid of a pike pole recovered ‘the 
bodies from the water, and they were 
taken to shore. As soon. as it was pos- 
sible to do so Dr, Yeomans, Platt and 
Dolan were upon the scene and’ did 
all that medical aid, could suggest to 
resuacitfe . the men. but without 
avail. A pulmotor was also secured, 
but life was evidently extinct when 
the unfortunate victims were taken 
from the water. The hodies were aub- 
aequently removed!to Tickell & Sone 
undertaking establishment by order of 
Coroner Dr. Yeomans. 

The victims of the unfortunate af- 
fai¥ have been in the city but a few 
weeks, and were engaged on construc. 
tien asark on the C.P.R. here. Porten> 
zm Worked for a short time previously 
in the Rolling Mills, He has a mar- 
ried brother residing in the city. 
White came from Hamilton, and it is 
stated by his Italian friends that his 
name is not White, but at his board- 
ing house in the city and alse on the 
pay sheet of the C.P.R. that is the 
name he is known by.

as the ¥.M.C.A. worker and leader In 
Various activitiov, this man was 
brought into vital contact with hun- 
dreds of lives, and none remembera 
bim but with respect and affection. 

Mr. Crocker bas done a grand 
work in the Far East. There he has 
spent the pant five years in associa- 
tion work, the last two as national 
secretary for physical work, In this 
capacity hoe has performed a notable 
service in bringing modern physical 
education to that wonderful, but pa- 
thetically helpless, Empire. It waa 
through his masterful promoting 
genlus that the recent Far Eastern 
games were held with such splendid 
success, and China made her initial 
entry into athletic endeavor in a 
way that startled the whole world, 

To friends {n Canada, Mr. Crock- 
er’s departure for the far-off field of 
labor was tragic in the extreme, but, 
while there was always the sense of 
personal and national loss, the re- 
ports which soon began to come in 
‘from the Far East dispelled the self- 
ish disappointment.

An important ‘bulletin issued the 
other day by the census and statistics 
office at Ottawa, gives the usual pra- 
liminary estimate of the arcas sown 
to grain crops in Canada and the 
condition of these crops as, reported 
by correspondents on May 31. Tho 
reports show ‘that the spring this 
year Is late, and that heavy rales 
throughout the Dominion have in} 
many. places made It difficult to work 
the land. In eastern Canada seeding 
at the end of May was considerably 
behind hand, especially as compared 
with Inst year, and in parts of the 
west the sowing of oats and barity 
had not been completed. 

According to the preliminary esti- 
mates of correspondents, made in 
many instances before the completion 
of seceding, wheat in,Canada this year 
will occupy a total area of 11,491,- 
600 acres, This is 1,149,800 or 11.5) 
per cent. below the high record of © 
Inst year, when 12,986,400 acres 
were harvested, but 1,197,700 acres 
or 11.6 per cent. above the harvest- 
ed area of 1914, which was 10,293,-

MAPLE SUGAR. 





Canadian Product Making Blg 
Strides In Favor Abroad. 


The maple sugar industry scoms | 
in a fair way to profit by the war.! 
Hitherto this toothsome luxury waa: 
but little known In’ Great Britain 
-and practically unknown on the Con- 
‘tinent. Small quantities were ship- 
ped from here to friends or were 
specially imported by Canadians re- 
sident on the other side, but it was 
never handied by dealers and it was 
useless to ask for it in the grocers’ 
and confectioners’ shops. Now a 
different atate of affairs exists. The 
influx in England and Franco of 
Canadians who have gone over tn 
uphold the flag has created quite & 
demand, and the Duchess of Con- 
naught’s Christmas gift a year ago 
of a cake of maple sugar to every 
Canadian soldier across the sea 
brought it to the notice of many who 
had never. heard of it before. More- 
over a company was formed in Enk- 
land some time ago to handle Cana- 
dian products and among those it 
was decided to take up was maple 
sugar and maple syrup. As a result 
of these various influences quite & 
‘demand has been created for it and 
this spring dealers in Montreal have 
contracted to ship fifty tons to. Eng- 
land and forty tons to France. This} 
is but the beginning of what it is 
hoped will develop into an extensive 
and profitable trade, for. once the 
merits of maple sugar are properly 
appreciated In Europe it should find 
a ready and ever increasing sale. 

The United States market. also of- 
fers great possibilities, There was 
formerly a duty of four cents a pound 
on maple sugar but shortly after the 


Democratic party came Into power, 2 
P encouraged was xoon partly gratified 


I this was reduced to three cents. On 
the first of next May this duty will 
be removed altogether. and* Cana- 
dian maple sugar will then have free 
entry into the United States. Even 
with the duty {nm force some sixty 
cars a season have been shipped 
across the border and with an open 
market this should be greatly .in- 
creased. « 

The prices that are being received 
by Canadian producers this year are 
about ten per cent. better than last 
year. One of the largest maple pro- 
ducts concerns in Montreal bas con- 
tracted to pay 90 cents a gallon in 
bulk for No. 1 syrup, 85 cents for 
No. 2, and 76 cents for No, 3, the 
company paying the frelght both on 
the shipment and on the returned 
empty packages. M 

The Industry is undoubtedly cap- 
able of wonderful development in 
Canada. At present the total pro- 
duction is about 22,000,000. Ibs, for 
the whole Dominion, of which the 
Province of Quebec furnishes about 
two-thirds. This could casily be 
trebled or quadrupled, for only about 
a third of the ava@able trees are tap- 
ped now and the methods followed by 
many producers are responsiblo for 
great waste. The Quebec Govern- 
ment recognizes the value of the in- 
dustry and {ts possibilities, and bas 
taken steps to encourage it as far as 
possible, There are now three schools 
‘for sugar-makera In the province, one 
at Beauceville in Beauce county, one 
at La Minerve In Labelle county, and 
one at Village Desaulniers in L’Islet, 
and a fourth will shortly be opened 
at Portneuf. These schools, which 
are operated by the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture with the ald 
of the Dominion Government’s Agri- 
cultural grant, are in charge of com- 
petent Instructors, have up-to-date 
equipment. and employ the most ap- 
proved sanitary methods. The in- 
struction is free and that it is bigh- 
ly appreciated is evidenced by the 
large numbers who take advantage of 
{t. the attendance at the Beaucevillo 
school being as high  as_ ninety. 
There are also three travellng in- 
structors who hold meetings at var- 
fous centres and .whose efforts to in- 
{ troduce pew and better methods bavo 

met with gratifying succets.

~SALASKA’S COAST LINE. 


Longer Than the Distance Round the 
“World at the Equator. 

Hare you any idea of the extent of 
the Alaska coast line? The shores of 
the territory ure washed by three great 
oceans, ‘These are the Arctic ocean on 
the north, Bering sea on the west and 
the Pacific.on the south. The Aleutho 
islands, off tbe Alaska peninsula, are 
separated from each’ other and the 
mainland by a network of rocky straits, 
and much of southwestern and south- 
eastern Alaska {s made up of moun- 
tainous islands that have rocks of all’ 
shapes and sizes. The jslantls are rcal- 
ly the tops of mountains half Jost In 
the waters. They rise in spires and ca- 
thedrats, some of which are thousanGs 
of feet above the water and others hid- 
den beneath it, lying there concealed 
and ready to rip open the hulls of ships 
as the iceberg of the Atlantic ripped 
the Titanic. 

The extent of the Alaska coast with 
its windings surpasses that of the 
United States proper. “It is greater 
than that of all our states on the Pa- 
cific from Puget sound to the bound 
ary of Mexico added to that of our 
states on the Atiantic, including the 
gulf. All told, it is more than 26,000 
miles long, ot longer than the distance 
around the world at the equator, and 
in proportion to its length if has ren, 
haps more dangers than any othe: 
coast line on earth.. : 

Nevertheless not one-half of it } 
yet been sounded by the const survey 
vessels, and more than half of the gen- 
eral coast line is not marked by lights
